In response 
to applicant that Ishida et al. teaches after depositing the first layer (12) and the second layer of material (14), patterning the second layer 
of material (14) and the first layer (12) to form the semiconductor feature in the first layer (see figure 1C) and Long et al. teachesafler 
depositing the first layer (212) and the second layer (250) of material, patterning said second layer of material (250) and said first layer to 
form said semiconductor device feature in said first layer (see figure 7). Noted that there is no sequence in the claimed invention to show 
that patterning the second layer and first layer of material in the same processing step and implanting layer can be perfomed after the 
patterning step.. 
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
